Allowable Subject Matter 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims include novel and unobvious features in that the examiner was 
unable to find in several prior art searches. As shown in Figure 5 of US Patent 
4,996,497 to Waehner, Waehner teaches a cable length compensator for use in a TV 
cable including a first end receiving the cable output signal from the cable, and a 
second end delivering a compensator output signal, the compensator out signal being 
substantially similar to the cable input signal. Waehner further teaches TV cameras 
provided with built-in circuits to compensate for common cable lengths (Col 1 Lines 58- 
67). Waehner teaches the adjusting of all the frequencies through one path (Col 5 
Lines 10-15 and Lines 61-65. Fig. 5). Waehner does not teach a first path leading from 
the first path leading from the first end, the first path including a variable resistance. 
Waehner further does not teach a second path leading from the first end, the second 
path including a first variable resistance, and a parallel array of at least two 
capacitances. These features taken with the others in the claims define over the prior 
art.
